proaching or refle&ing on the Church of 
England, as a Church——I challenge them 
to fhew me one Word in all the Volumes 
of this Work, or in any foe I have 
written——~-However I may diflent from 
the Church in Matters of Difcipline, Go- 
verniment, or Worfhip : — The Diffenters 
acknowlege, and for my felf I profefs to 
own the Doétrioal Articles of the Church 
of England to be found Orthodox and 
Apoftolick ; and it has been no Part of this 
Work, nor ever was my Way, to heap Re- 

proach upon what I fo clearly recoguize. 
Nor is it any Matter of Charge upon the 
Church of England, That her Minifters are 
BUT MEN —— Men of like Paffions and 
Infirmities with other Men ; For she Trea- 
fare 
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re of the Gofpel wat given us at firft in 
eee Velfele, tbat ‘he Exceency of the 
Glory mighs be of God, &c. 

If the Minifters of the Church of Eng- 
Jand fall into {candalous Crimes 3 if the 
diffolute Lives of the Clergy are Matter of 
Offence, aud’ a Stumbling-Block to others 5 
this is ftill in it felf no Reproach upon the 
Church ; and therefore in afl I have faid, 
the Scandal does not reach to the Church, 
and confequently the Church can be in no 
Hazard from any thing faid on that Head. 

BUT, if when the diffolute Clergy 
offend, and thofe whofe Office it isto mi- 
nifter in Holy Things, put forth their 
Hands to Crime ; when Drunkeanefs, 
Whoredom, Oaths, and Blafphemy are 
thamelefly and openly committed by thefe 
Sons of Levi, and the Superiors, or fuch 
in whofe Hands the Government of the 
Church is plac’d, donot, Phiseas like, ex- 
ecute Juftice for the Lord ifthe Difcipline 
Of the Church is not, exerted, that the fcan- 
dalous Perfons may be remov’d from the 
Altat, that the Holy Things may not be- 
gome an Abomination, and the People be 
made to abhor the Offering of the Lords 
if, 1fay, then J {peak plainly, and fcorn to 
{pare them, the Crime becomes flagrant, 
and the Scandal lies on thofe, in whofe 
Hands the faid neglefed Difcipline is en- 
trufted ‘The Canfe of the Church is 
detray’d and forfaken, and the Omiffien, 
ag it is fatal to the Work of the Gofpel, fo 
it is fcandatous to the Clergy in Eng/und— 
Let it fall where it will; Who the Coat fits, 
Jet hint wear it 

Would the People, who, blinded by Par- 
fies, Miut thelr Eyes againft their Under- 
‘ftandings, and cry out of the Danger of the 
Chtreb, bus confider this, Here they would 
find the real Danger of the Church—Not 
‘in Diffenters, not “in Schifmaticks, not in 
‘Brrors and Herefies, but in Negle&. of 
Diftipline, in Breach of Government, in 
hearing with, and thereby tacitly owning 
and encouraging abhorr’d Debaucheries in 
the Jaferior Clergy— fuffering the {canda- 
IsusWretches to mingle the Sacred ard the 
Vile, and permitting thofe to open Heaven 
Gates to others, who carefully and avowed- 
jy thnt themfelves out. 


To tefl you this, and to repeat it, that 
even the Clamour of it may reach you, if 
the Loathfomne(s will not,can be no Danger 
to you ; the Crimeis the Danger s let the 
Crime, let the Negle@ be reQify’d,and the 
Author is content He fhould die that re- 
proaches you with it—To complain now, is 
juft as mach dangerous,as he is dangerous to 
a wounded Man that calls fora Surgeon, or 
as he is dange us to a Town, who dif- 
covering a Houfe on Fire, cries Fire, and 
raifes the Neighbours. 

Toaccule me of being an Enemy to the 
Church, for ro‘iting up the Sons of Difci= 
pline, to purge the Houle of God from 
Whoredont ; This isa Sign they are in 
Love with the Crimes of the Clergy, 
more than with the Safety of the Church. 

But let it go; let Dr. Sscbeverel bring 
me in attacking thy Church, and puttin 
her in Danger, becaufe I may have expos’ 
the Immoralities of the Clergy, among 
which he may be confcious of his own 
Share, and perhaps of my being able to 
make it out—I fhall never leave offexclaim- 
ing againft the horibleCrimes of the Clergy, 
till the Right Reverend Governors of the 
Church fhall begia to exercife that Autho- 
tity GOD and the Church has put into 
their Haads, to reform or exemplarily pus 
nith the Riots, Exceffes, and Debaucheries 
of the Cergy under cheir Authority, or 
remove the Perfons,

Horrid Slander! Wretched Aftcont upon 
the Charch! Woe be to that Church, whole 
Safety lies ina Negie@ of Pfifci pling, and a 
Connivence at Crime} Woe be to that 
Church, whofe Danger lics io Reformation 
of her Clergy, aod whofe own Government 
is a Terror to them ! 

No, Gentlemen, it Is the Safety of the 
Church of Exgland,and would be her Glory, 
to have her Difcipline reviv’d, and thele 
Sons of Scandafremuv’d— And no wonder, 
That a Party of Men, who call themfelves 
the Charch, are afraid of this theTrath is, 
‘heir own vitious Lives make the Thoughts 
gf ita Terror to them, and they arein the 
right to fay, that comphiaing akin Crimes, 
of the Clergy puts them afl in Danger 3 for 
fhould the Bifhops ftriStly vilis their Dio- 
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cefes faithfully, reprove, admonifh, and 
punifh, Woe be to the Race of Men that 
now prophane the Pulpit in the {everal 
Parts of this unhappy Nation !
